The 
two subjects arc kindred in character 
aud together with the beautifying of 
our cities and villages constitute a tield 
of effort in which the "harvest is ripe, 
but the laborers are few." 
1 It is difficult to measure the relative 
importance of contemporary move- 
ments, but it is the opinion of the 
writer that the future will lind none 
more commendable than the broad and 
general crusade included under these 
three heads. It is philanthropic in the 
highest degree. .That it'is necessary 
the destruction of our forests and the 
abandonment of our farms demon- 
strate. Its aims are- for betterment, 
the creation 01 more Oeautitu! sur- 
roundings and the increase of happi- 
ness, it not only goes-with nature, 
,l>ut: brings men back to nature. It is 
•ijoth practical and idealistic. It means 
the improvement of (he outer and 
Dinner man. It makes for happier 
'lioiues. It lends to an increased love 
^of nature and hence an increased love 


brought the farmer somewhat nearer 
to his kind. "What is now required are 
yowl roads, the beautifying of the 
landscape and the advancement of so- 
cial and intellectual life In rural com- 
munities. 
In u business way the 


farmers need more co-operation among- 
themselves both iu buying and selling. 
.Now they are at the mercy of market 
manipulators and middlemen. If, they 
would band together, had warehouses 
in which to store their products untir 
the market was most favorable and 
would buy in large quantities they 
would save at both ends. These ob- 
jects can frequently be brought about 
by organizations such as the Grange 
the Alliance, the Farmers' union and 
kindred bodies. Such movements serve 
another desirable object in that they 
increase the social life of the farmer 
and heighten his intellectual life, the 
lodtre room often serving as a debating 
club, a literary society aud a school. 


The writer has advocated a general 


movement embracing all these objects. 
All o£ these efforts seemed to him re- 
luted and capable of being included 
in one general work. In a gardening 
and landscape page he has repeatedly 
urged this entire programme, at one 
time giving it a definite statement 
thus: 


It has occurred to the writer that there 


should be a central movement InauRu- 
rateil along certain definite lines that are 
kindred and that naturally support each 
other. 


The first of these should be a propa- 
ganda showlnjt the importance of horti- 
culture and landscaixj gardening. This 
should not be confined to large estates, 
but the people generally should be inter- 
ested irt it.

Fifth.—All these relate. altlKMigh some- 


what more remotely, to tlio movement for 
good roads in the country anil for clean- 
er and better preserved streets in village 
and city. 


Sixth.—The beautifying of farm sur- 


roundings and tl»e making of farm life 
more attractive and interesting to the 
young is another part of the same general 
movement. 
' 


Seventh, and most important of all per- 


haps, is the beautifying of school ground's 
and interesting <>hildr«'ii m all the general 
advance here outlined

As for landscape gardening and 
tho beautifying of environment*. these 
must come both In city and country. 
The president si>eclflcally mentions the 
school feature, and the work of, the 
commission has already developed the 
imperative need of good roads. Good 
roads not only assist the farmer in get- 
ting to market, but facilitate travel and 
add to the amiability of all concerned. 
It would be frightful to contemplate 
how many men bave gone wrong 
through swearing at bad roads. 


The five gentlemen asked by the 


president to serve on the commission 
are Professor L. II. Bailey, director of 
the New York State Agricultural, col- 
lege; Clifford Plncnot, head of the for- 
estry department; Henry Wallace, ed- 
itor of an agricultural paper at Des 
Moines, lit.; Walter H. Page, editor of 
the World's Work, and Professor Ken- 
JV>TJ L. Estlcrficld, president or tl:^ 
Massachusetts Agricultural college. 


Enthusiastic Forester. 


Gifford Pinchot is the first real for- 


ester we have had iu this country. He 
is :i man after the president's own 
heart, one who is not satisfied unless 
he is doing something every available 
hour of the day. Even when he plays 
games he puts his whole heart into it. 
He belongs to the president's "tennis 
cabinet" aud also accompanies Mr 
Roosevelt on tree chopping expeditious 
Mr. Pinchot's immense services to the 
country in stopping the depredations of 
limber thieves, in putting bounds on 
greed in the cutting of lumber, iu intro 
ducing a scientific system, in the choice 
of trees for lumber so that the forests 
are not left depleted, in planting trees 
on land useless for other purposes, iu 
caring for the woodlands already in 
existence and in extending the knowl 
edge of forestry cannot receive too 
high praise. Not till a future genera- 
tion will the worth of this work be 
fully appreciated. Had it not been fot 
some such man stepping into the 
breach there would have been a tirnbei 
famine in this country inside of a half 
century. Even as it is the peril is not 
entirely past. 


The secret of Mr. Pinchot's success 


is that he is one of those men who be- 
lieve in their cause. He believes in it 
so much that he Is ready to devote his 
life to it. It is that kind of man that 
moves the world. Pinchot aud others 
are rapidly educating this country up 
to the needs of planting trees and pre- 
serving those we already have. It is 
certain that he will take up the kindred 
work of improving life on the farm 
with the same fine enthusiasm. 


A Work of Great Import. 


Waller II. Page in his magazine, 


the World's Work, has long advocated 
such, a movement as the president has 
put under way. His intelligent appre- 
ciation of the importance of the task 
may be judged from the 1'ollowin 
paragraph, which appeared in an edij 
torial summing up the farmer and his 
future: 


Getting a living from the soil is now a 


scientific and profitable pursuit for those. 
\\ ho know best how to do it—those who 
take advantage of all the new knowledge. 
As the number of such persons Increases 
and bettor and better tnothnds are u«o.r 
the profits and the joys of country life 
will grow. 
Organization will take tho 


place of wasteful individual work. The 
intellectual life will be cultivated. Tho 
time dreamed of by the poets and philos- 
ophers will come—may come—throughout 
the great fertile stretches of our «.ountry. 
and it would come within a remarkabiv 
short time if all the forces now at work 
for it could be co-ordinated and directed 
light. A great common movement toward 
&ucli an end would talce rank as the most 
important work in our land, perhaps the 
mofat important in the whole world. 


That has the right ring. With two 


such men as Pinchot and Page on this 
commission something worth while 
will follow. I do not know the other 
gentlemen, but judge from what little 
I have heard of them that they arc of 
the same sort. 


It is the president's desire that the 


commission deliver its report not later 
than the beginning of the new year, 
after which he will embody its conclu- 
sions and s^me ideas of his own In a 
message to congress. 


The commission has already written 


nearly a half million letters to farmers 
nnd other persons 
connected with 


country life.

President Expects to 
Receive Re 


port Not Later Than Jan. 1—Four 
Meetings Booked For Same Week. 


Washington. Nov. 9. — The gover- the evo 


nors of the various states of the 
Union have been invited by the na- 
tional conservation of resources com- 
mission to attend the first general 
meeting of the commission, which is 
to be held in this city Tuesday, Dec. 
1. This meeting is the outgrowth of 
the White House meeting last May, 
at which the conservation movement 
was launched. 


At the forthcoming meeting the 


governors 
will 
discuss 
the 
work 


which the national conservation com- 
mission has been carrying on during 
the summer and fall. The outcome of 
this work is the first thorough inven- 
tory of the nation's natural resources- 
the 
federal 
government has ever 


made. 
The .inventory is now practi- 


cally complete, and most 01 the sum- 
maries on the waters, forests, lands 
and minerals of the United Stales 
have been handed in by the experts, 
who have been steadily at work on 
them for nearly five months. On this 
inventory, 
which the 
conservation 


commission expects to lay before the 
governors, the report which Presi- 
dent 
Roosevelt has reqmslcd the 


commission to make to him not later 
than Jan. 1 will bo based. From pres- 
ent indications tho December confer- 
ence 
will be second in importance 


only to the conference of governors J 
at the White House last May. Gov- 
ernors who can not attend in person 
will send representatives, and the ex- 
ecutives are invited to bring advisers 
along, as they dm last spring. 


The governors of more than half of 


the .states have appointeu commis- 
sions, and 
uiese 
commissions are 


now at work along the same lines in 
their slates thaf. the national commis- 
sion is following for the \\hole coun- 
try.
